“It was a team effort. We did a lot 
of brainstorming for ideas that the 
students would be interested in,” 
said Gilmour, a member of the Safe 
School Committee. 

“We had a competition for the 
most creative pink wear and we 
stuck pink hearts underneath desks 
and whoever found them won pink 

Teachers also took time during 
the day to educate students on how 
the event first started. 

The concept of wearing pink 
T-shirts began in Nova Scotia in 
2007 when a student, who was 
wearing a pink T-shirt at the time, 
was bullied. 

Gilmour said it was important to 
celebrate Pink Shirt Day “because 
so many people are affected by bul¬ 


lying. Bullying is not always obvi¬ 
ous and we need to get at the root 
of it. Having Pink Shirt Day raises 
awareness for it.” 

Grade 9 student Zach Offer- 
mann, winner of the creative pink 
wear competition, said he has had 
problems with bullying in the past 
and felt it was important to recog¬ 
nize the day.

We should take a stand 
against bullying every day 


ast week, thousands of students 
>s Canada donned pink 
T-shirts in an effort to raise awareness 
of bullying and to encourage tolerance 
of others. 

It’s a great initiative that was created 
in 2007 when a group of students 
bought and distributed pink shirts 
after a Grade 9 student was bullied for 
wearing pink 

But wearing pink shirts on one day 
a year is not enough. The impact of 
bullying is a conversation we need 
to have with our children, and some 
cases, even adults, on a regular basis. 

It’s important that we continue 
to spread the message that bullying 
is wrong, and that making fun of 
another person, or hurting someone 
simply because they have different 
opinions or express themselves in an 
unconventional way, is never okay. 

Bullying can be manifested through 
rumours, gossip, threats and violence, 
and it doesn’t matter who you are 
- anyone can be a victim. Bullying 


message students hear at school by 
continuing the conversation with their 
children at home. 

Cynicism towards anti-bullying 
campaigns such as Pink Shirt Day 
has to also be taken seriously. When 
we assume that bullies will always be 
bullies and nothing will ever change, 
we diminish the impact of what these 
initiatives are trying to do. We can set 
adangerousprecedentifwe assume 
nothing can be done. 

And it's untrue. Much can be done, 
and much has been done with simple 
local campaigns such as Pink Shirt Day 
and Wonder, a book about a boy with a 


classroom, in the hall, online or even 
in the workplace. 

Parents need to reinforce the 


bullying and be kind to others. 

We shouldn’t look at bullying as a 
situation of a good kid versus a bad kid. 

Everyone makes mistakes but only 
through awareness campaigns and 
constant conversation about tolerance, 
respect and dignity can we learn not 
to make these mistakes again. Nipping 
bullying in the bud through education 
can produce healthy, long-term results 
among ouryouth. The ultimate hope 
is that the next generation will always 
choose to be kind instead of cruel.

Social housing task force formed 


A task force has been 
established by Niagara 
Region to review options 
for social housing 
development. 

Councillors were 
appointed to the newly- 
formed social housing 
development alternative 
service delivery review 
task force during last 
Thursday’s meeting. 

The appointments were 
publicly announced 
following an open ballot 

It was later determined, 
however, that an error 
had been made when 
the ballots were tallied, 
regional clerk Ralph 
Walton said Monday. 

A report outlining the 
issue will be brought 
forward to the next 
council meeting, he said, 
adding staff will also 
investigate alternative 
approaches to voting by 
paper ballot. 

After the ballots were 
properly tallied, it was 
determined the task 
force will include Niagara 
Regional Housing board 
members Thorold Coun. 
Henry D'Angela and 
Niagara Falls Coun. 

Selina Volpatti, as well 
as Fort Erie Coun. Sandy 
Annunziata, Lincoln 
Mayor Sandra Easton and 
Grimsby Coun. Tony Quirk. 


Speed limit 
change on hold 

The brakes have been put 
on a speed limit change to 
Thorold Stone Road. 

Niagara Region's public 
works committee had 
recently approved an 
increase on the busy roadway 
to 70 km/h from 60 km/h 
from 150 metres west of 
Garner Road to 160 metres 
west of Kalar Road. 

When the issue came 
forward for final approval 
from council, however, it was 
decided further review was 
necessary. 

Niagara Falls Coun. Selina 
Volpatti, who initiated the 
review in January, asked that 
the issue be referred back 
to public works staff after 
a letter was received by a 
concerned resident opposing 
the change. 

More input needs to be 
collected from residents in 
the impacted area before a 
decision is made, she said. 

An updated report is 
expected by the end of 

A speed increase that was 
also recommended for Lyons 
Creek Road was approved 
without discussion. It will see 
the posted 80-km/h limit on 
Lyons Creek extended from 
Montrose Road to 150 metres 
west of Stanley Avenue. From 
there, the limit will increase 


to 70 km/h from 60 km/h 
until reaching the existing 
50-km/h zone to the east. 

Vehicle tax 
turned down 

Niagara Region will not support 
introduction of a vehicle 
registration tax. 

The minister of municipal 
affairs and housing is 
gathering input about potential 
implementation of the tax. 
Council confirmed its stance 
during last Thursday's 
meeting and will ask the 
region's 12 municipalities to 
do the same. 

A motion to oppose the tax 
was brought forward by 
Port Colborne Coun. David 
Barrick, who took issue with 
the proposal. 

"A municipal car tax is 
not a silver bullet to make 
municipalities financially 
sustainable," he said. 

Letters asking the Region 
to oppose the tax were 
submitted by the Trillium 
Automobile Dealers 
Association and a handful of 
local dealerships. 

Barrick said he understands 
the need to support Niagara's 
auto sector and to “make life 
more affordable for Niagara 
families by not taxing the

Abacklog in record checks 
has members of the Niaga¬ 
ra Regional Police services 
board on edge. 

The bottleneck for the 
most thorough record check, 
a police vulnerable sector 
check, is at seven weeks. The 
wait time last June was four 

Employers, sports organ¬ 
izations and civic groups 
often require their staff or 
volunteers to obtain record 
checks from the police be¬ 
fore they start working. 

The number of requests 
often surge in the spring as 
summer employment ramps 
up and university students 
finish school or return to the 


area, Bob Gale, chair of the 
police services board, said at 
last Thursday’s board meet¬ 
ing. 

Police Chief Jeff McGuire 
told the board the service 
has staff working weekends 
to try and clear some of the 
backlog. It has also author¬ 
ized additional resources. 

“Some people think they 
can come in on a Wednesday 
and pick it up on a Friday” 
McGuire said. “They don’t 
realize how long it will take 
if they need it to graduate or 
start a job.” 

Gale warned the publicnot 
to procrastinate. 

“I fear what is going to 
happen in April.” 

The police performed 
18,614 vulnerable sec¬ 
tor checks overall in 2015. 
That’s up from 16,113 in 2014, 


though the staffing level has 
remained the same. 

The police undertook 7,018 
criminal record checks in 
2015. Those checks are more 
basic and can be processed 
much more quickly. 

The number is up from 
5,807 in 2014. In 2008, the 
police handled 1,429 crimi¬ 
nal record checks. 

The board heard there are 
many factors at play in cre¬ 
ating the backlog, and not all 
are controlled by the NRP. 
Other services often have to 
be contacted to complete the 
checks, and the timelines 
are affected by staffing lev¬ 
els with each service. 

The timeline is extended 
further when fingerprints 
are required by the RCMP 
to complete a check.

Town warns 
residents of 
water scam 

According to the Town of 
Fort Erie's manager of water 
and wastewater service. 
Grant Boutin, the Town has 
received frequent reports 
from customers about door- 
to-door salesmen who use 
high-pressure sales tactics, 
misrepresentations and false 
or deceptive statements. 

These individuals, who 
at times have claimed to be 
representatives of the Town, 
claim the drinking water 
supply is unsafe to drink, 
Boutin told councillors during 
last week's council meeting. 

In the past, these individuals 
have used misleading 
home water tests, including 
chlorine tests and jar tests, 
to show residents their water 

Boutin made the 
presentation to council in 
order to raise awareness. 


The Town has made efforts 
to educate the community 
through press releases, social 
media and word of mouth. 

He said a senior resident

Instead, she provided her 
Enbridge Gas account 
number, which can be used 
for payment, Boutin said. 

Town staff assisted the 
resident by taking a number 
of steps that included filing 
a complaint with Consumer 
Protection Ontario, and the 
equipment was removed.

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Turtle smuggler 
fined $3,500

A Windsor resident 
caught at a Niagara bor¬ 
der crossing with more 
than three dozen turtles 
strapped to his legs has 
been fined $3,500 and 
banned from owning 
turtles and tortoises for 
10 years. 

Dong Yan was con¬ 
victed in the provincial 
offences court last month 
to illegally importing rep¬ 
tiles into Canada. 

In addition to being 
placed on probation 
for 24 months, Yan was 
fined $3,500, prohibited 
from owning or possess¬ 
ing turtles and tortoises 
for 10 years and ordered 
to perform 50 hours of 
community service. 

He must also notify 
Environment and Cli- 

seven days prior to any 
international travel. 


He was also ordered 
to write a letter or article, 
suitable for publication, 
outlining his experience 
of being prosecuted for 
the offences and submit 
ittotheECCC. 

Court was told Yan was 
arrested at the Queen- 

on June 11, 2014 after 
Canada Border Services 
Agency officers found 
38 turtles strapped to his 
legs. 

His collection included 
ringed map turtles, dia- 
mondback terrapins, 
three-toed box turtles, 
spotted turtles and red¬ 
eared sliders. 

The turtles were in 
plastic bags and taped 
to Yan's legs under his 

The turtles were turned 
over to the United States 
Fish and Wildlife Serv- 

There are over 350 spe¬ 
cies of turtles and tor¬ 


toises in the wild. Of this 
number, trade in 140 spe¬ 
cies of turtles and 44 spe¬ 
cies of tortoise are regu¬ 
lated by the Convention 
on Internadonal Trade in 
Endangered Species. 

According to CITES, 
live specimens of turtles 
and tortoises are often 
sought after for use in the 
pet and food trade. 

A University of Water- 
loo student was con¬ 
victed in a U.S. court last 
December of trying to 
smuggle dozens of tur¬ 
tles across the Ambassa¬ 
dor Bridge in Wmdsor. 

In that case, the 
27-year-old had 51 snap¬ 
ping turtles taped to his 
body. 

The ECCC is the lead 
agency responsible for 
CITES implementation 
in Canada.
